over the first tiny pearl In baby Blossoin’s ruse bud mouth, or 
lirillat Savariu, regarding witli appreciative eyes a repast wortliy 
of his epicurean attention, or an ndiiiirer of the music of the 
future who feels bis soul borne away on tlie waves of iiannuny 
in the long, rolling grand rytlimal measurses of Di eWalkuiici 
If you have seen any, or all of these, then you can fonn some 
idea of the impression left on niy mind by the sight of “Uuyon” 
liolding that gun in his hand and expiating upon its merits. 
How tenderly he drew it from its rosewisKl case, liow caress¬ 
ingly he adjusted the barrels, how glowingly he depicited the 
wonders of its range—and bow delightful also—all this tu 
an admiring observer and listener—not myself, indeed, but a 
lirother sportsman capable of understanding and appreciating 
the beauties undlsceniible to one of the gentler sex. Ttien It 
was transferred to bis companion who raised it to his stiouldcr, 
felt Its weight, examined It critically, approved It enthusiasti¬ 
cally and gave It back half reluctantly, while Its pniud pme 
sessor laid it away in its dainty resting-place as carefully as I 
would liave put away the Kooh-l-noor, if some strange turn In ! 
tlie wheel of fortune bad made me its owner. 

At one time 1 nsed to wonder at the fondness of sportsmen 
tor their favorite guns, but 1 understand the feeling better now. 

I have known one of the noblest and most generous hearts 
that ever throbbed in a manly bosom grow churlish where his 
gun was concerned, and refuse to lend it to a friend. I think 
it must have been the only time In bis life he ever w'ithbeld a 
favor, but no profane hand should trifle with the most treas¬ 
ured articles M his hunting equipment. Dug^, horses, every¬ 
thing else he^as ready to place at the service of bis comrades 
in the field, but his gun never, at least the gun be reserved 
for his exclusive use. I have heard other sportsmen express the

But let me tell you the after fate of that gun that luy dear old 
friend refused to lend to his solicitous acquaintance. It was be¬

<!k Powell” held a high reputation; of course it must have de¬ 
served it if a high price was any evidence of its merits. This 
gun was by those celebrated makers, and was, as I said, the 
especial pride of its owner. The war broke out and the Federal 
lilue made its apiiearance In our section, and the precious gun 
was hidden away; but to no purpose. One day a long stream 
of foragers |>assed down the road; a party diverged from the 
main Ixaly, entered the grounds, and, when they left with 
mules, wagons, and other necessities for the march, the gun, as 
being contraband of war, was borne away also, and, I believe, 
was regretted more than anything else that was taken. 

The next day the troops came marching back, and we were 
watching them “dragging their slow leng^ slong,” when one 
of our party exclaimed—

I'NirOKM Takoettino.— St. Louis, .May !W, 1877.— Editor Chi ¬ 
cago Field; —“Gloan’s’’ article in your last issue will meet with 
approval of sportsman generally, and it is to be hoped will accum- 
plisli Its purpose. Cniform targetting cannot fail to benefit us 
materially; but you may as well prc|iare yourself for innumerable 
articles on the bat gun in Afnrrica, and the bcjd target ever tnade. 
Last wi-ek Col. Chas. L. Hunt began preparation for the most ex¬ 
haustive targetting that we liavc ever had here. Cut. H. is president 
of the St. Louis Patent Shell Co., and interested to enthusiasm in 
the success of the St. Louis shell. Several times he has liad experi¬ 
mental targetting on a small scale, all of w liich liave been satis¬ 
factory, but now he is going Into it systematieally. The relative 
merits of Individual guns arc a secondary consideration in this 
case; what he is after is the merits of the 8t. Louis shell, es¬ 
pecially for small charges, compared with Ely’s and the U. M. 
shells. Several gentlemen are invited to spend the day at Col. 
Hunt’s country place, probably next Thursday, to conduct the tar¬ 
getting. One of the number will act os secretary, or scorer, and 
keep a correct account of every Individual target and of every 
average target for a given charge. Shells will be loaded on the 
grounds before all present, and carefully marked. Six or 
twelve of each separate load, and of each make of 
shell will be fired, and the individual and average 
score taken before the next olass is commenced. 
The charges will probably be li drs. of powder and I oi. of No. 
6 shot; li drs, and 1 oz. No. 8 shot; drs. and 1^ ox. No. 6 
shot;l|drs. and 11 ox. No. 8 shot; 2 drs. and 1 ox. No. 6; 2 drs. and 

1 oz. No. 8; 2 drs. and 11 oz. No. 6; 2 drs. and 11 ox. No. 8; 

2 drs. and 11 oz. No. 6; 2 drs. and 11 ox. No. 8; and so on, 
gladually increasing the powder until five drachms 
arc reached, with probably If or II ox. shot. All charges are to 
be fired from 10 and 12 bore guns—choke and open bturels, the 
guns to be tbe best to be had here, among them Mr. Vt’ilmn’a 
Greener, 10 choke, Mr. Dabney Carr’s 10 open and choked Nich¬ 
ols and Lefever, ^1. Hunt’s open Dougall 12 bore, and others 
as good. An equal number of each moke of shells, and an equal 
number of each charge. Probably an equal number of each 
charge, using different wads on powder and shot. This lost Idea, 
advanced by Gloan, has more merit than almost any other fea¬ 
ture of tar^tting. It is claimed for the 8L Louts shell that Its 
penetration is twenty-five per cent, better, with certain charges, 
than other shells, and that Its concentration or pattern is equally 
better. These trials will demonstrate it, perhaps, satisfactorily. 
No doubt the targetting will be made at thirty or forty yards— 
an equal number at each distance. The pads used will be uni¬ 
form. I will forward yon tbe detailed result, and, I hope, It may 
prove of Interest to your readers and induce others to adopt 
Qloan's suggeations.

Yfbj Freeh Water FIhU Cannot Lire In Halt Water. 

It In well known that fresh water fish cannot live In salt water, 
and vice verta; and It has been supposed tlial the reason existed In 
some poisonous effect which the Inappropriate water exerted. M. 
Paul Bert has recently heen Investigating this subject, and his con¬ 
clusion Is that the death of the creature Is nut due to any toxic 
action, but Is simply a phenotiieuoii of oanioels or traiianilasiou of 
Aulds through the membranes. In order to prove this, It is only 
necessary to weigh the animal before and after the experiment. 
A frog, for example, plunged in sea water loses one third its 
weight. If only the foot of the frog be Introduced, the blood 
globules can be seen to leave the vessels and distribute themselves 
under the skin. If an animal be taken, the skin of which is not 
entirely osmotic, the same phenomena occur in the bronchial 
system. 

There are certain Ash, however, which exist sometimes In salt, 
sometimes in fresh, water, changing their habitat In different 
(leriiKls of life or of the year. It therefore. In view of the above, 
Itecoines Interesting to see how M. Bert applies his discovery to 
such apparent exceptions to the general rule. A fresh water 
salmon, for Instance, plunged abruptly In sea water, resists the 
effects lunger tliun other fresh water Ashes; but he dies within Ave 
or six lioura. This shows, according to M. Bert, that the Ash 
never proceed suddenly from fresh to salt water, but enter brackish 
w ater where the tide ebbs and Aows, and live there a snilicient 
time to huldtunte themselves to the change. This accounts for 
the fn^quent discovery of large numbers of such migratory AsA In 
tile vicinity of the mouths of the rivers which they ascend. 

.\ fresh water eel, plunged in salt water, does not seem to be 
affected. But in investigating the peculiarities of this species, M. 
Bert was lerl Into a wrong conclusion, which may be cited to show 
how easy it Is, often by pure accident, to reach an erroneous 
determination In laboratory experimenting. After having himself 
placisl several fresh water eels in salt water, he found, as already 
slated, that they remained alive and unharmed. Wishing to con¬ 
tinue tlie ext>erinients, he directed his assistant to introduce the 
IIhIi. and report results. To his surprise, the eels then persist¬ 
ently ilied after a tliree or four hours’ sojourn In salt water, and 
long si«rch failed to discover the reason why it was that, when M. 
Bert placed them In the tanks they lived, while, when the assist¬ 
ant did so, they perished. Finally, M. Bert found that his assist¬ 
ant. iloulitless on account of the slipperiness of the eels, lifted 
them with a piece of cloth In his hand. The cloth rubbed off a 
little of the natural slime of the animal, wldch protected it from 
the salt water. Osmosis then occurred in tile denuded portion, 
and the cel eventually died. 

The converse experiment, of Inserting sea Ash in fresh water, 
pnsiuced analogous results. The gills were the seat of altera¬ 
tions, the same as those noted in fresh water Ash placed in salt 
water. M. Bert also observed that the life of the sea Ash could be 
pndonged by adding salt to the fresh water, thus adding further 
conAnoatlon to his theory.— Srinttlflc Amtrifiui. 

Kansas Fish Laws. —The Kansas Legislature of 1877 have en¬ 
acted a law establishing “a eoinmlssioner of Asheries" for the 
state. The protection of Ash is the object of the law. Section 4 
provides tliat ‘‘it shall unlawful for any person or company to 
nlmtmct any of the streams in the State of Kansas by building a 
dam, or otherwise, without constnictlng a Ash-way.” Section 5 
requires that any person owning a dam on any stream in the state 
shall, within a year from the passage of the act, ci>nstruct a Ash-a'ny 
that will pennlt all kinds of Ash to pass up the stream. Section 
6 declares It to be unlawful for any person to Ash in any manner 
within eighty rods of any Ash-way, or from any private Ash re- 
son'e use<l for the propagation of Ash, without the consent of the 
owner. Section 7 makes It unlawful fur anyone to catch with a 
seine nr net any Ash in the waters of the slate during April, May 
and June in each year. A sum not less than $100 is the penalty 
for violating sections 4 and 5 of this act, and for violating sections 
6 and 7 the penalty is not less than $5. The act was approved 
.March 6th, and became a law March llth, 1876. We have not 
the means at hand of ascertaining the date of Its (uissage. Judg¬ 
ment Is reserved—against the danu.

Lineage of the Otter Spitiilcl. 

C’HICAOO. May I. 1877. 

Eoitok ClllCAOu Fielii ;—In one of your former isaues I me 
Uced amdngst your correspondenee, one from Chesterton, Ind., 
who writes: “We have a pair of water spaniels in tills town 
brought from Wiseonsln, a fitr nimile of the otter s|ianiel, their 
fore legs turn out like a turnspit. I ean'l place tliein, they are 
dlflereut fnim any I Inive seen, grsMl enough for any ImmIv. no 
matter wlmt tlie lireed may lie." I am satisfied lie s[K'uks the 
truth when after calling them water spaniels, then saying they 
arc like tlie otter s|)aiiiei, he says; “1 can't place llieiii.’’ Sol 
will, as far as I am able, give liim tlie origin of the lirecil—there 
is no breed of spaniels In this isiuntry or England, to my knowl¬ 
edge, known as oUcr spatiiels. The first time I ever heard liiat 
name for any breed of epunlels. was at tlie Chicago Dog Sliow. 
A liver colored spaniel hitch was on exhihition and for sale, with 
crooketl fore legs. She was represented us lielng ini|Hirted 
sbick wltli pedigree, etc., aa a pure otter spaniel. Wlicther lliese 
representations wen- made for the pnr|s>se of misleading tliose 
who hail never seen such legs on a spiiniel of the many lireeils, 
viz.: cockers, CIniniR-rs, Sussex, King Charles, Blenheims, water 
spaniels, etc., I leave it for the pulitle bi judge. Tlie hltcli was 
purehosed by .lessie Sherwmid, of Edina. .Mo. This niucli regard¬ 
ing the name of otter s|Miiiel. Now reganling the lircitl. Son>e 
twenty years ago I undertook, by cnisslng the various breeil of 
spaniels, to pnxluce one wltli ears that should trail on the gniund 
when the dog was standing on his fore legs; In tills 1 was not 
successful, hut did pnaluce some willi tjtm long, licuvlly festh- 
ered ears, that were exceedingly handsome; also gissl liiiiitcrs on 
anlpc, woodcock and partridge; they were also gi*«l retrievers 
on land or water. In color, some liver and while, soinc all liver, 
othersblack, black and white, and black aud tan. Thestartlng|N)lnt 
was a liver and wliiU- cocker bitch. I bred lier to a long isidled, 
short legged, liver colored spaniel, with the longest and heaviest 
ears I ever ssw, except those I tirisl fn>in him; his fore legs were 
crooketl, his oiat rather curly. Ki-gardliig his hroeding 1 know 
Dothtug, t purehased him at Banda, Csnatia, from an employee 
of the Grand 'Trunk railway company, who siiiil he was left there 
by an Englishman on his way West. Fniin this cnies 1 hud some 
very handsome dogs, but a part of tlie litter had crtstkcil legs 
like the sire, tlaise I gave away, keitpliig the straight leggisl ones 
to breed from. They were not quite as long in Isidy as Uie sire, 
but sUII longer than pleased me, but they had what 1 was breed¬ 
ing for, extra long heavy oars. I then croseod with a black and 
Uui King Charles spaniel, about twelve poumla weight. This cross 
pnaliiced a better shape witlioul much loss In lengtli of ear, It 
also produced the black and white and black and Un color, wlUi 
tome cn Hiked fore logs.

EDITORIAL CORRESPONDENCE. 

New Yoke, May 21. 1877. 

Of all the sella of a-hich New Yorkers liuve been victims, the 
so-called raniival which occurred on Tues<lay last, Is the biggest. 
Large posters, got up In the most gorgeous style, had been 
posted In every hotel and conspicuous place in the city, and sur¬ 
rounding cities within a huudi^ miles. The daily papers gave 
frequent notices of the preparation in progress, anil everybody 
anticipated something which, In grandeur, would cxceetl anything 
ever witnessed—Ne«' Orleans and Memphis, during the .Mardi 
Gras, not excepted. Exactly why there should Iw a carnival at 
this particular time no one knew or stopjied to consider; it was to 
extinguish every previous carnival and that teas sutHeieut. There 
was to be a procession in the day and another at night—the latter 
the one; and a masquerade ball at Gilmore's Ganlen at night, for 
the tickets for which Uve doliars was the sum. 

On Saturday morning week, while some of the dugs iiad not yet 
been removed, preiwrations were commeneed for transforming the 
Garden into the fairy land it was to n'present on Tnestlay night. 

Tuesday morning, about ten o'clock, the day poa'caalon 
moved on Its way to the battery to receive Rex, who came up 
the bay in a tug, chartered for the occasion, from wlicre no 
one knew no more than they did who Rex was. Crowds galherc<I 
to see the procession, which was nothing more than an adver¬ 
tising affair. One institution bad eleven wagon.s in the line. 
People were much disappointed, but consoled themselves with 
the fact that the night procession would be the one and that 
they could be amply repaid in that for their disappointment in 
this one. 

Innumerable rows of seats had been erected near the Worth 
monument. In Madison square, around the Park in Union 
square, and In front of some of the hotels, the charge for which 
was one dollar and fifty cents each, at which they were rapiiUy 
sold. The windows of the hotels and buildings along the route 
found ready rent at prices ranging from live dollars to ten dol¬ 
lars, and great was the regret of those who had not been able 
to procure a seat or a window. 

By seven o’clock people began to congregate In the parks and 
along the route, until by 8 o’clock Union and Madison squares 
were so densely crowded as to render it impossible to force one's 
way through* It Is generally conceded, on no occasion has so 
large a crowd been seen in New York, excepting it may be on the 
night of the 3d of last July at the celehrilion of the Centennial 
4th of July; and many are of the opinion that the en>wd of 
Tuesday night was the larger. .At 10 o’chwk the pr.«-es«lon 
whirled into Union square, and a more disgusted lot of spectators 
was never seen. It was in length about an eighth of what It was 
expected to be and was as paltry in appearance to what had been 
promised It should be aa it was in length. No better idea can be 
given of it than the remark of an individual ns he descended from 
a platform, for four seats on which he hud jHiid six dtdiurs: “I 
have many times been pretty badly sold and failetl to get the. 
value for my money, but never so badly before. It was not worth 
the time we watted tp see it. much less six dollars fi>r the seats." 

Somebody has made considerable out of it. as $15,000 In all 
was subscribed, and certalnlv It would be difllcnlt to see how over 
$15 ,000 could have been spent, and that seems like allowing a 
large margin. The money was raised by subscriptions from 
Individuals and hotels in sums varying from one to two hundred 
dollars. Moreover, "the knights of the realm” paid ten dollars 
each for the privilege; the advertising wagons In the day pro¬ 
cession paid fifteen dollars each, netting over $3,000, and though 
last not least, Rex paid $1500 for the few moments of royalty he 
enjoyed. Who Rex is, is not know-n. The name of the party 
who got up the affair Is St. Martin, originally from New Orleans 
and latterly from Cincinnati. 

The hall at Gilmore’s Garden was just as big a llsile. After 
midnight, the respectable portion of the small gathering there 
left; and the disreputable portion, now alone, gave way Ui the 
most disgusting conduct. At this time from twenty-five cents to 
a dollar slipped Into the hands of the doorkee|)ers gained the 
ready admission of a five dollar ticket earlier. 

Some idea of the eEpectatlons and realizations can he formed 
from the fact that Bigot sold but two gallons of the eighty gal¬ 
lon* of Ice cream he had provided; the man who bought the priv¬ 
ilege of the bar lost over $1,000, and the man who paid $600 for 
the privilege of the cloak and coat room took in nlmut $100 only. 

Much disappointment is felt at Aristides haring gone amiss, 
compelling the al>andonment of the match itelwcen him and Ten 
Broeck. But yet It is not wholly unexpected, many believing 
Ihst his leg, if not giving way in his preparatory work, would 
fall him in the race, a fact which made Ten Bn>eck the favorite. 

S|iorting matters generally are very dull. Nothing of any Im- 
IKirtance Is on hand until the Jerome Park meeting, which com¬ 
mences on the 2d of June, and the National ami State Sportsmen’s 
meetings at Syracuse. The National meeting is fixed for June 
lilth, aiid the StaU- meeting, June 18th. It will, wilhout doubt, 
lie the largest meeting of the .Association ever held; and In c.on- 
wquence of the arrangements by which those not members of tho 
Association can shoot in sweepstakes. It Is expected a very large 
number of visitors will he present. The prizes for the regular 
contests are said to be very handsome. 

In Armoiy Hall the dog show will tie held under charge of Mr. 
Lincoln, which Is snfilclent to guarantee It will be well conducted. 
The prizes are In cash, excepting four fifty dollar prizes, which 
the Westminster Kennel Club had left over from their show, and 
which they have donated. The show of dogs no doubt will be 
large and of good quality. The date for the show Is the same as 
that of the convention. 

The Aquarium la receiving the support the entcrprlae of the 
proprietor* deserve. Another white whale captured at Anticosti, 
off the coast of Labrador, has been received, and fill* the place of 
the one which died a short time since. Tbia 1* the fourth white 
whale, two having died since the Aquarium was opened In Oc¬ 


tober lost. To the visitor to the city the Aquarium la well worth 
a visit. The one to be opened at Coney Island by the propiietors 
of this one Is very nearly eompleled. It is being constructed un¬ 
der the direction of .Mr. Kred MatJier, who will have charge of It. 

The dog show still forms a considemhle topic of couversatlon- 
.As usual there are a great many who hare not been pleased. 
Amoiig the dogs In the catalogue and not at the show la C’apt. 
J. Win. Foster’s imported English setter bitch Kirby, she being 
out of ctmditlon, having a litter of puppies. Mr. Raymond sold 
Rev. Henry Ward Beecher his blue beltou setter bitch Blue Belle, 
by Pride of the Border out of Waddell’s Pcdly. John T. Ray¬ 
mond's (Colonel Bellers) s))cculstion in pugs turned out os most 
of the Colonel’s s|ieculatione do. He now thinks they are only 
good for a fiver. He has found out the one hr bought I* blind in 
one eye. Even his eyewater will not cure it. The Baint Bcrnanl 
dog, Bnino, which .Mr. .Manlona brought nut with him, and Mr. 
Lester Wallack imrrhased for £125, died Saturday morning. It is 
su|iposed that he did not get over the effects of his sea voyage. 

It turns out lliut the Westminster Club lost nearly four Instead 
of two thousand dollars from the sale of counterfeit tickets, and 
the best of the joke Is that the speculators gut the club to rctleem 
a large number of these bogus tickets. 

The pointer dog Snapshot, exhibited a* Mr. Lloyd Price’s, Is yet 
here, the Westminster Club having made an offer for him. It 
must be a very small one, for be is a coarse brute, mangy, and 
eight years old. 

A prize which was omitted in the report of the show, and 
seems not to hare been remembered by any other journal. Is a gold 
medal, presented by the citizens of Newark fur the best brace of 
dogs, setters or pointers, owned in Sussex county. New Jersey, 
which was awarded to Mr. E. A. Hawes, of Newark, N. J., for 
his brace Nick and Ned. 

It is a reiy fortunate thing that the show did not take place 
last week, for that remarkable and yet Indispensable individual, 
"the oldest Inhabitant" can not remember a year when It has 
been so warm at this season as during last week. For five days 
the thermometer was 80 hi 91 in the shade, which is hot fur July 
and August, but for May, is doubly hot. us so few arc prepared 
for, and any way a jump from Bpring overcoats to ninety-one is 
very sensibly felt. On Friday and Saturday there were several 
cases of exhaustion. Indeed, it seemed as though New York 
never was so hot before. One result Is that navigation, which 
was at least two weeks iKdiind. Is now as many ahead. It is 
wonderftd to note the change in a week. Trees, tif which the 
buds hail just began to swell, are now leafed out us though it 
were tlie middle of June. Yesterday was the hottest day and 
happily the end of the present h'eated tenn, as to-day it is delight¬ 
fully ciail. 

Forest tires through northern New York, Pennsylvania and New 
England, have committed fearful havoc. What effect such tires 
have on our forest birds can be gathered from the following from 
the neralj'n Boston correspondent of the 17th Inst: 

"t’aptalii Bearse. of ttie steamer Glancas, relates a curious Incident 
of his last trip troin New York. While passing through Long Island 
Sound, on Tuesday night, the sky hetne thick with smoke from the 
prairie Ares to the southward, it was observed, after nine o'clock, that 
(be air was full of birds, apparently bewildered and la search of a rest¬ 
ing place. Attracted by the glare of the ship's lights they steered their 
Hlgbt toward the vessel, and. striking against the masts or the house, 
tell dead upon the deck. A few of them were found to be alive. About 
atS) In all were picked up on the deck, representing tbirteeu different 
kinds of forest birds. During five hours they continued to drop on the 
vessel, she going at the time full twelve knots per hour, and multitudes 
of the poor creatures must have per<shed in the water, it is probable 
that the birds were driven from Long Island by the extensive forest 
fires and were dying over the Sound for shelter." 

Mr. L. H. Smith has not recovered his bitch Vlctretw, although 
a reward of $100 ha* been offered for her. This settles the ques¬ 
tion about the ordinary dog thief, as had she been taken by one, 
the large reward of one hundred dollars would have brought her 
buck. A well founded impression prevails that an individual who 
pretemh to he n sportsman and gentleman hired a thief to steal 
the bitch. It is to be regretted that such a blot should be on 
sportsmen. But certain it is, the crime will come home to him 
stxmer or later, a* detectives have been set to watch him; con¬ 
sequently, the bitch is useless to him, for he can never show her 
in public or breed her. 

After reading the report of the dog show of our last issue, we 
cannot hut reflect how entirely we are at the mercy of the priuter 
and the proof-reader, for wonls out of place and grammatical 
errors.

THE MANAGEMENT OF TROTTING ASSO¬ 
CIATIONS 

With few exceptions, our trotting associations throughout the 
country are making a radical change of policy in the amount of 
money they are giving at their fairs. I'rcmiums, sensatiottally 
large, are an item of past turf history. Rashness and inexperi¬ 
ence have given place to prudence and ex|)erlencc. The finan¬ 
cial history of most associations is that of a continued series of 
annual losses. Some policy must be hit upon b> reverse this re¬ 
sult, or most of the associations, earlier or later, will discontinue 
the business. In this direction sotnething will have been accom¬ 
plished by the general reductiim of premiutns. Much can be ac¬ 
complished also by a radical revision of the rules. But there are 
many associations that cannot be placed upon a paying basis by 
these aids or any other. About twenty per cenL of our ssocla- 
tlons constitute this class. The reasons therefor are, that they 
are nut Immediately surrounded with a sufflclently 
numerous population to sustain them, or they are remotely 
situated on tangents to natural circuits of trotters. Borne 
ossociatlona are unfortunate enough to lalior under both misfor¬ 
tunes. But there Is seventy per cent, beside this class that liave 
never made any money. About one half of this number ore 
overburdened with Investment, and under any auspices, and tnan- 
aged pntperly, could not be made to declare a reasonable dividend. 
But they can be made to pay something over and above expenses, 
one year with another. It Is therefore more pntfitable to go 
ahead than to stand still. Such experience, however. Is disor¬ 
ganizing and some will suspend operations for this reason. The 
remaining half of this seventy per cent, are not so unfortunate os 
to Investment, but still they have never tnade money. Those who 
have too much In Investment slmulil lose no oppiirtunlty to un¬ 
load upon agricultural societies or otherwise. In which event 
they can arrange to coinmcnoe anew, or reserve a right to use of 
groumls during certain months of the year. But there are other 
cause* of failure to ileclare satisfactory dlvlilrnds licalde these 
above enumerated. Very few kinds of business can be mode re¬ 
munerative without some regard for economy in Its management. 
Nor are home fairs an exception to the rule. Associations 
will stand a mneh better chance to contemplate their 
annual balance sheet wllli some degree of oatlsfactlon, by the 
Introduction of rigid econotny Into their managemenL Many 
associations ran reduce their Individual expenses fifty per cent. 
“Circuits" offer material Inducements In this direction, because 
the ratio of expense* in all sorts of advertising ought to be fifty 
per cent, leas than by separate management. But there Is a 
limit to the benefit to be derived from membenhip of a circuit 
This waa’the ezpeiience of the great "Beptllateral" last year. 


It Is doulitfnl If any benefits ontweigbing disadvantages can l>r 
derived by an association occupying a piMr In a circuit after 
the first throe meetings. Most associations have ton many 
supernumeraries to assist uistu racing days. They enjoy the 
races, do little or no work, hut draw (wy. Slnecurists should 
not be patronised, nor those who want princely pay for services. 
The election of suitable olHct'rs Is another step In the right 
direction. If tliey have tact and a]>titudr for supen’isiiig details, as 
well as experience, so much the better for the prospects of the 
association. The amount of premiums Is a question which should 
secure due coaslderatinn. In reaching a decision the principal 
question to consider is, proluible amount of reveune 
from all sources. The arrangement of pnigramine is a question 
soinewhat Involved, in determining the amount of premiums. As 
a detail of husiuess it Is entitled to quite as much consideration 
os the amount of premiums. Two races a day are enough for 
the l)ost interests of the association. The "big circuit,” as well 
as many other associations, have exiierlmented by making more 
classes, but their conclusiun seems to have been that such experi¬ 
ments were unprofitable, judging by their reported classification 
for this season. An extra race seldom, if ever, secures Its neces¬ 
sary ten (Mying entries to pay the purse, and rarely increases the 
slightest degree the gateage. In determining classes, the largest 
probable number of entries is the point to consider, j^or is It 
always good policy to give the largest purses to those classes in 
which there is likely to be the smallest nunilier of rntries. Con¬ 
ditions of programme require some rare In arranging. It Is bn 
portant to state, IsL Place of locution of association. 2d. Name 
of association. 3d. Date of meeting. 4tli. Distance of races. 
5tb. Manner of going. 6th. Date of closing entries. 7th. With 
whom. Except as specified, the rule* provide for a coitiplrle 
programme. Most associatious add. let. Heats may be Inilleil 
alternately. 2d. Horses distancing the Held or a |>urt thereol 
will receive but one premium. .Many add also, forage free to 
horses entered. It Is quite an attraction to borsetneti and iisinilly 
costs associations nothing. In the preparation for fairs. as.'«M'i:i. 
tions acting discreetly as to the vaiious detail uIkivc mcnlioiicil. 
will have done nearly all tliat is iKissllile to pmU-cl Ihemsebi'- 
ogalnst loss. The permanent success, however. •Ie|s'iiils in a 
great measure upon their [lopulurlty w itli the |iulilie. Tlie pulilie 
arc supposed to know lilth: or eure les- ahottl tile prepiiratort 
detail of a trotting meeting. Wliat interests lliein most is tile 
quality of the trotting, uiul tin- mitmujrmritt oj thr Juttyve' ntittut. 
They are very exacting and relK:l against any inuiiageiueiit mat 
resorts to any species of deception to sr-t-ttre llicir attendance. 
They go to w itness races just as udverttseil. Tliey Itsik auspi¬ 
ciously upon any luunagetnenl advertising large Helds of entries, 
when one half of them do not appear for the woni; and also 
upon the aliaencc of any noletl horse or burses. Nor sliouht 
it be forgotten that they do nut endorse postixmementa cititer 
before or after a race has commenced, except for the best of 
reasons. Any cropping out of a dis[Kialtion to lengthen 
out the meeting a day thoroughly disgusts them. .Aware of the 
dates of tlie races, most persuna have so managed their private af¬ 
fairs aa to attend one or more of the days advertised. Avoidable 
postponements derange their plilns and disgust llietn and dues not 
increase gate receipts. Any species of imposition sooner or later 
will be fouud expensive. In our next Issue we will make some 
suggestions as to liegimiing, conducting and judging races at lair 
horse fairs to licat meet the demands of the public and turfmen. 
Not because our method is the liest. nor because it is invulnet- 
able to criticism; Imt because wc Uiink pretty well of it ourselves, 
and believe it quite as gisal as that pursued by the more |)o|Hilar 
class of associations.

In response to a call by the president, at the request of several 
memliers, for a special meeting of the National American Kennel 
Club, a meeting was held on Friday, .May 11th, at 10:30 a. m.. in 
parlors of the Ashland House, New' York. 

Owing to a slight misunderstanding as to the time of meeting 
there was not so full an attendance as there would otherwise 
have beeu, however, the West had worthy representatives in tlie 
president. Dr. Rowe, and .Mr. Dilley, of -Minnesota. Canada, was 
represented by Mr. Smith, and the East by .Messrs. Latbrop, Rjiy- 
mond, Hammond, Marble and .larvis. 'The meeting was called to 
order by the presIdeuL Dr. N. Rowe, In the chair. The secretary being 
absent, on motion of Mr. Lathmp, Dr. Jan is was appointed sec¬ 
retary pro tern., and the business of the meeting was then attended 
to. Dr. Rowe, in a few remarks, os the representative and editor 
of the Cni(:*oo Field, tendered the (M'digrees publisiSetl by that 
paper for the use of the club. After a thorough discussion by 
several of the gentlemen present In regarti to the publication of a 
Kennel Register which would be regarded os authority, and na¬ 
tional In It* character, liy Ihc B|s>rlsmeii thnmghout the lanil, Mr. 
Raymond subniitted the following resolutions, which w ere unani¬ 
mously adopted. 

Whereas, In the opinion of this meeting It la desirable to Vx- 
pedite the publication of a kennel clttli register, under an aiitlior- 
ity that w ill Imth hannmiize all fairly eimnieting views and com¬ 
mand the resjieel, and elicit tlie cordial stipiMtrt of the s|«irlsmen 
of America.

Jleeolveii, That tlie Foreet uml Stmiin Ih' courteously Invited to 
submit fur the pur|>use of such pulillcallon the records of pedi¬ 
grees In Its possession. 

Hendved, 'That such publication by the Club lie made by some 
prominent and respectable publishing house other than one eon 
nected with any of the sportsmen's newapaptirs. 

These resolutions having lieen carried further discussion took 
place In reganl to the committee on the compilation and publi¬ 
cation of the book. 

Mr. Smith desired all sectional prejudice and newspaper rivalry 
to he done away with.

In April of this year (1877) I drove a number of mountain plov¬ 
ers before me while out with several horsemen on the L^mie 
plains The birds were no doubt making their nests on the up¬ 
lands, and as we passed by they ran away, hut made no effort to 
fly except perhaps to a very short disunce. ' This unwelcome In¬ 
trusion upon their ground they did not fancy at all, and gave us 
anything hut kind looks. However, we did not Interfere with 
them ill any way, and after we were gone they resumed their own 
ground, and built their nesU In peace. It has always appeared 
stranKe to me that the nest of the birds which are built on the 
oneii plains are not more frequently disturbed by cattle and hows 
stepping on them. This however is of rare occurrence, m they 
are generally shielded by acme neighboring bush or bunch of grsM. 
When sitting on the nest It Is almost Impossible to distinguish the 
blnls, their color being so much like that of the surrounding grawi, 
and this Is the reason why the hawks do not find them more fre- 
Quently. If the hawks were able to discover them they would 
Kxm succeed In destroying the whole species. I have frequently 
met a mountain plover mother with her brood on the road, the 
whole of them running for dear life as 1 passed along.

Ill his boi»k on (be ’’(James of 
Bengal,** gives (In* dosreiption of tbe ravine deer, 
and refers to a pa'<-:i"e iu Jerdou’s book; "The 
gaxslie is occasionally hunted by dogs, with ine aid 
uf the saker falcon (Cairo cbernigi, which strikes 
tbe sutelope on the head and confiisns it, so that the 
dogs come up and estrbit. Without this aid the 
dog., have very little chance, though now stid then I 
have known one pulled down.’’ This reminds me of 
so Old engraviug 1 saw iu a frleud's studio lit Koine, 
of a hawk striking a hare, ao i two greyhounds close 
bsblud. How old this was I could not tell; but 
bswks and dogs have been used together ever since 
falconry was known, and I have read ibaf grey 
bounds were used in heron hawking to keep the 
Q -arry on the wing.
